"When the Elder arrived on the scene 


of the disaster the Columbia had already 
gone down and the deck of the San Pedro 
was awash. 
Our first work waa to plok 


up as many of the survivors as we could 
from the rafts and in the boats of the Co- 
lumbia. 
The water was pretty smooth 


and the fog -was Just lifting:

"We did all we could for the poor peo- 


ple and succeeded in saving many lives, 
as you already know.

London as though he were a pro-consul, shouting with laughter over 
b*s improvised wit and so forth—how absurd it ought to make uf 
look ia the eyes of the world, if it doesn't. One of the chief neWa- 
paper owners in London remarked the other day that it wm* vain 
nowadays to offer the public 'serious stmTr *n«y would not read it 
—the day for serious articles on important subjects had passed. 
.The worst <tf it is the public taste seems to be almost as depraved 
just now in the matter of humorous fare as it is tn^fhat of serious 
fare. No good jest of Mark Twain need be recorded apparently. 
'Anything serves. . . . Mark Twain has written one or two capita! 
books. But that is no ffcason why these antics and absurdities 
should be indulged in when he happens to be in England." 


Sir Anthony Absolute could hardily do better. 
However, 


Americans should be grateful for the concession that Mark Twain 
has written "one or two capital books." Time was when the school 
to which the Saturday Review belongs denied that any American 
author was worth reading. "Who reads an American book?" was 
the answer they made to every suggestion that literary talent had 
been developed on this continent. Naturally it goes against the 
grain for the surviving crust of a self-sufficiency tfcat has made 
itself an object of ridicule to the whole world to see an American 
author lionized at Oxford and by the English masses. This b quite 
too much for the testy spirit of the Review, which like the Baron of 
Sheppey is disposed to tell the mob to go to the devil, put on its 
nightcap and go to bed. 


Yet it may surprise the Saturday Review to learn that Ameri- 


cans are not particularly flattered "by the attention the British have 
paid to Mark Twain. Our Anglo-Irish-Scotch cousins have merely 
honored genius and the gift of funmaking With a serious object. The 
place Samuel L. Clemens holds and wilh hold in literature is not 
dependant upon the academic honor Oxford University has paid 
him or the fraternal greeting given him by the populace and men of 
letters in Britain. He made the place for himself,'and the /British 
have simply recognized the fact with cordiality and good grace. 
Mark Twain proved himself a benefactor to hi* race when he made 
the whole world laugh. But his fame.as a man of letters will not 
rest on his humor, rich and racy as it is. He is essentially a satirist, 
but he has used satire with such subtle skill as to momentarily 
subordinate or conceal it entirely from the casual contemporary^ 
reader. Nevertheless it is keen and penetrating, and- will hereafter 
shine with htstre when soberer and more refined judgment discerns 
beneath the rollicking humor the depths of pathos, philosophy and 
resentment against wrong and evil so characteristic-of Mark 
Twain's thought. His consummate literary art is shown in getting 
men to laugh with him first and then by subtle suggestion inducing 
them to turn away from bad practices, evil courses and ancient 
prejudices. The lesson of his works is expressed in the epilogue to 
"Dr. Birch and His Young Friends," "Pray God you be gentle men 
oi gentle will." 


The scoffs and sneers^of the Saturday Review merely accentuate 


the victory Mr. Clemens^has achieved in the literary* world. The 
spirit of the Review is the spirit the author of "Huckleberry Finn" 
has challenged and pilloried in all of his books. It naturally resents 
derision and castigation. Its mortuary lamentation is testimony to 
the skill of the surgeon and the keenness of his knife. It is gratify- 
ing because it expresses the futile pain and wrath of a passing

Blame for the Columbia Disaster. 


The greed of the shipowners engaged i^ the coasting trade is 


largely responsible for the Columbia disaster. x Their demandfor 
speed causes shipmasters, who must please owners.to bold their 
jobs, t£ violate the spirit if not the letter of the navigation tews. 
The law requires vessels to proceed at a~moderate speed in a fog, the 
moderation to be determined by the thickness of the weather and 
other attending circutnstancesr 


Both the Columbia and the San Pedro were 'driving 
*** ^ 


speed through a dense fog when the collision .occurred. Neither 
vessel slowed up when -the first whistles were sounded^ and when a 
collision became inevitable the Columbia reversed her engines, but 
the San Pedrb merely stopped hers, Had bot!h ships slowed down 
at the first note of warning the collision would have been far less 
dangerous'and might have been avokted altogether. Had the law 
requiring moderate speed in a fog been obeyed, the world would 
probably have been spared the Story of a heartrending disaster. 


It is to Captain Doran's credit that he was on the bridge keep- 


ing personal charge of his ship while steaming through the fog. But 
the master of the San Pedro was below asleep, while a subordinate* 
apparently none too intelligent, navigated -the vessel. Here was 
negligence as well as'disobedience of the law. 


However, the most serious indictment against the San Pedro's 


master is the statement of Third Mate Hawse of the Columbia,that 
the San Pedro refused to take the half-naked, shivering wretches 
on board on the ground .that the schooner had all bit board ^ she 
could take care of.

WOMAN'S RIGHT TO WORK 


The courts of New Tork have just handed down an Important 


decision holding that women have the right to work at such times 
and places as they please under the same normal restrictions as 
men. In the case Involved a woman worked at typesetting at night, 
which was against the statute, now declared against public policy and 
void. 


This seems a sensible decision. It does not mean that a woman 


may be forced by a grasping employer to work long hours day and 
nigt»t under threat of discharge. It simply means that man and 
woman' are on the same plane In this respect. The laws now provide 
against excessive hours of labor, properly direct that children of ten- 
der age shall not work at all in factories, 'and that minors shall work 
at all times under restrictions. This Is due to the desire of the state 
to see that in the" period of physical attd mental development they 
are not injured. But to say that a woman may not set type at night 
If she desires is a very different proposition. 


The law was designed to throw more safeguards around women 


and to this extent It ia to be approved; but the state is not the guar- 
dian of all women in Its borders; the women are fnot wards, are 
not incompetent mentally or physically to look after their own inter- 
ests under normal conditions. If the spirit of this law were carried 
out to Its legitimate conclusion, no woman could Jouch-a typewriter 
after 6 o'clock, could not run a telephone board, nor work in a store, 


' nor serve ice-cream in a restaurant. It was a bad law and was prop- 


• erly sent to limbo.
